As soon as a train passes 
a clear signal the horizontal row of 
three lights—a stop signal—immedi- 
ately takes the place of the vertical 
row of lights. 


New System Used to 


Anchor Big Steel Tower* 
Springfield, m.—Construction of a 


83,000-volt electric steel tower line 
from Keokuk, la., to Oalesburg, 111, 
Introduces Into Illinois a new system 
in anchoring steel towers for pro- 
tection against destruction by wind 
and hurricane, according to officials of 
the Illinois Power and Light corpora- 
tion. 


"The system, they said, known as 


the Malone anchor, has been tried out 
In other states and has proven a suc- 
cess." 


A hole 5 and 8-10ths Inches 
In 


diameter Is drilled. A charge of 
dynamite Is lowered Into the hole and 
exploded. The explosion tears a space 
5 feet wide and 2 feet deep at the 
bottom of the hole. Into this larger 
space Is poured concrete, which serves 
as the foundation of the steel tower. 
The steel beams are sunk Into the 
concrete with the result that the base 
of each leg of the tower Is approp- 
riately 5 feet wide, wherers the leg 
Itself Is only about 5 Inches wide. The 
terrific Impact of the explosion hur 
dens the 5-foot space with the result, 
officials said, that "no wind or hurri- 
cane can destroy It."

Depositors 
in many instances were invited to ac- 
cept, as their principal assurance of 
safety, a gilded sign upon the bank 
window, "This -bank protected by the 
state guaranty fund." 
This protec- 


tion, It has been proved, was not ade- 
quate; mere words were not a good 
substitute for individual responsible 
ity, supported by stocks of gold or cur- 
rency. No longer was there a pre- 
mium upon the character of the bank- 
er; no longer did depositors feel the 
necessity of giving preference to men 
of character when they selected their 
banker. They felt that the guaranty 
fund took the place of that. But the 
guaranty of bank deposits in Okla- 
homa failed — as all efforts to substi- 
tute governmental dictum for integrity 
and ability must fail.
